Canadian Fresh Fish. 


A Bill to 
Restrict Alien Land 
Grabbers. 


Monday ■was Memorial day, and 
tho 
houses of Congress had enough to do to 
follow the observaueos of tho day, and ho 
decorously closed. 
W ednesday wan tho 
President’s wedding, and this w ith the pub­ 
lic holiday seems to have so demoralized 
Congress th at nothing of im portance to tho 
general public, and only one bill, which is 
roundly denounced as of no earthly use and 
unconstitutional beside, has been credited 
to th at hard-w orking body. 
Tho House for tho past ten days has been 
w orrying over the relative m erits of oleo- 
m argarine and more or less pure butter, 
and has succeeded in delivering itself of a 
bill. Tile Senate discussed several m eas­ 
ures, killed tho bankruptcy bill, followed 
the lead of tho K nights of Labor in shutting 
down on the rapid acquiring of tho public 
land by aliens, and did very little else. 
On Thursday (lie House found out w hat 
it wanted to do to distinguish oleo from 
butter. Then the long contest over tho 
oleom argarine bill, winch has occupied tho 
tim e of the House for more than two weeks, 
came to an end by the passage of the bill by 
a tw o-thirds m ajority. 
Tile 
opposition, 
though, was very active. They endeavored 
to draw its sting by a Hood of am endm ents, 
l'hoso 
who 
were 
most 
hostile 
to 
Dleomargarine 
and 
wanted 
tho 
tax 
fixed so nigh as practically to prevent its 
m anufacture and sale were not able to 
carry their point. 
Indeed, tho am endm ent 
proposing to reduce the tax to three cents 
per pound, was only defeated by a very nar­ 
row m argin—129 to 140. A compromise 
was Anally effected, fixing tho tax at live 
cents. The friends of the bill did not got 
all they wanted, lait are m easurably satis­ 
fied. on tile principle th at half a loaf is bet­ 
ter than no bread, 
W i th o r W i th o u t D a i r y B u t t e r 
on it. Its opponents congratulate them ­ 
selves upon having reduced by SO per cent, 
tho tax originally proposed. 
Much am use­ 
m ent was created by tho am endm ent to re­ 
quire all keepers of betels and boarding­ 
houses using im itations of b u tter on th eir 
tables to placard the fact in dining-rooms 
and those occupied by guests, and to have it 
printed in plain type on bills of fare. 'This 
proposition cam e Hoar to being adopted. 
Mr. H atch of Missouri m anaged tho bill 
very skillfully. Tho vote was: Yeas, 177: 
n a\s, I ol. 
Tho bill as passed contains tho following 
features: flutter is defined to ho a fo >d 
product m ade exclusively from m ilk or 
cream , or both, with or w ithout common 
salt, and.with or w ithout additional color­ 
ing m atter. Oleom argine is defined as “all 
substances m ade of oleomargine, oleo, oleo 
oil, butterine, lardine. sw ine and neutral, 
ail lard extracts and tallow extracts and all 
m ixtures 
and 
com pounds 
of 
tallow, 
beef 
fat, 
suet, lard, 
lard 
oil, 
vege­ 
table 
oil 
and 
other 
coloring m at­ 
ter made in

or for butter.” Special taxes are imposed as 
follow s: On m anufacturers, .$600; on r, :,oie- 
salo dealers, $480; on retail dealer*. $48. 
T he existing internal revenue laws, so far 
as applicable, are m ade to apply to those 
special taxes. Penalties are imposed on 
any person who shall deal in oleom argarine 
w ithout paying tliespecial tax ; provision is 
made for the proper stam ping and labelling 
of every package of oleom argarine. 
A tax 
of five cents a pound is imposed upon all 
oleo made and sold, and a penalty is pre­ 
scribed for the purchase or reception for 
sale of oleomargarine, not branded or 
S t a m p s ) A cco rd in g ; t o h a w , 
The Senato was also tolerably busy on 
Thursday. The bill providing for the tax a­ 
tion of railroad grant lands was taken up, 
Mr. Hoar’s am endm ent, lim iting purchases 
under the act to C40 acres, was w ithdraw n. 
Mr. E varts insisted th at tho liability to for­ 
feiture which the bill would attach to the 
lands affected would am ount to a lease fee, 
and to th at extent would relegate us to feudal 
m ethods of land holding. 
Mr. Van Wyck 
then called up the House bill on tho same 
subject, and on his m otion the com m ittee 
on public lands was discharged from its 
further consideration. Ho then moved the 
Senate bill as an am endm ent in the nature 
of a substitute to the House bill. The mo­ 
tion was agreed to aud the House bill was 
am ended accordingly. A com m ittee of con­ 
ference was appointed. 
Mr. Evarts, later, addressed the Senate on 
th e bill to indem nify the Chinese for losses 
incurred by the riots at Hock Springs. 
He 
characterized the nets as disgraceful to any 
com m unity in which they occurred, and 
disgraceful to any governm ent th at would 
not punish th e guilty parties and repair 
Hie dam ages done. This he repeated and 
would not qualify. The persons perpetrat­ 
ing tho wrongful act were subject to our 
laws, and we wore responsible for their 
conduct. 
Tho question was not com pli­ 
cated by any question 
of 
Stato laws 
interfering w ith tho jurisdiction of the 
U nited states Jaws. “Our people,” lie said, 
“m ust rescue itself from this foul blot on 
our civilization.” 
Mr. Call regarded Hie 
outrage com plained of as constituting 
A. H arb iu iiin i Ho Foul 
that language failed to adequately describe 
it. Mr. Edm unds subm itted a proposed 
am endm ent to tho legislative bill author­ 
izing the appointm ent of several special 
assistants to tho secretary of the interior, to 
Bitable him speedily to dispose of pen­ 
sion cases in which there are appeals from 
the decision of tho com m issioner of pen­ 
sions to tho secretary, aud the am endm ent 
was referred. 
The passage by tho Senato of a hill pro­ 
hibiting alien ownership in land, and of one 
taxing land giants, is another step in tIn­ 
direction of a much-needed reform. Tho 
im portance of tho question is one which 
can hardly bo over estim ated, especially in 
view of tho fact that so little of t im public 
dom ain available for settlem ent rem ains. 
A detailed statem ent was*made show ing 
the num bers of acres bold by aliens and 
alien corporations. 
Now That the oleo bill is out of the way, 
Hie legislative appropriation bill aud the 
naval 
appropriation 
bill 
will 
ho 
put 
through as rapidly as jiossible, and then the 
tariff oil! will be brought forward. It will 
probably be the end of next week before 
these two appropriation bills, both of which 
will canso m uch debate, can be disposed of. 
Tho adverse action of the Senate o u tlie 
bankruptcy bill is iii the nature of a sur­ 
prise. It was brought about by lite co­ 
operation of a few Hepublicans w ith the 
solid Democratic vote iii the Senate in fa­ 
vor of striking out the clauses relating to 
I n v o l u n t a r y B a n k r u p t c y . 
This action on the part of tile Dem ocrats 
m ust have been concerted by a previous 
understanding, for it included several sena­ 
tors who have hitherto been favorable to 
the bill. 
Mr. Boutelle of Maine, dosirou s to have 
his share in the settlem ent of tho fisheries 
dispute, introduced a bill repealing tho 
present law, and taxing fresh fish for im ­ 
m ediate consumption, so as to shut out 
Canadian fish. The details of tho m easure 
will bo found in another colum n, in con­ 
nection with the Asheries troubles.

On Saturday Mr. Ingalls’ resolution call­ 
ing on the secretary of tho interior for in- 
form ation as to tho authority for the issu­ 
ance of tho recent order of the commis­ 
sioner of the general land office suspending 
thero ceip to f applications for public lands 
under the pre-emption, tim ber culture and 
desert land acts, was laid uctlcrethe Senate.

w arrant for Dr. Watson’s arrest, and, ac­ 
com panied by Constable Diilaxvay, said a 
visit to No. 92 Fairview avenue. Jersey 
City. There they found an operating room. 
Tho building has two stories. Through 
both floors trap doors have been cut. In 
tho cellar xvas a pit eight feet deep. In the 
bottom of tiffs pit stretched an iron fram e 
two

across.

Florida, at tho point whore 
it enters into tho A tlantic ocean, to the 
middle of the S t Croix rixrar, at the point 
xvhero it enters iuto tho Bay of Fnudy,

There is certainly no de­ 
sire in London, and wo believe there is none 
in W ashington, to involve the two nations 
in a quarrel over a rather trifling dispute 
between Atlantic fishermen. 
However. 
while Hic treaty of 131.8 rem ains in force, 
tho Canadians have a perfect right to de­ 
m and its observance. 
It is not supposablo 
that

Canadians 
will 
yield 
up 
their valuable rights w ithout some equiv­ 
alent. 
Concessions on both 
sides are 
necessary. Tho m atter does not concern 
England directly, bul England is bound to 
show firmness aud decision. 
Tho Cana­

C hicago, Juno 7.—A fire broke ant herm 
at 4 o’clock this m orning, by which eig h t 
persons lost th eir lives, The conflagration 
took place in tho fram ehouses Nob. TSI and 
733 South Canal street. The nam es of th* 
dead are as follows: M ichael M urphy, aged 
40 years, employed by the South Division 
Railway C om pany; Mrs- Michael M urphy, 
aged about 35 years; Annie M urphy, 9 
years o ld ;Nellie Murphy, l l years old; Mrs, 
Mary D urkin, agen 30 y ears; Patsy Lavin, 
aged 4 years, a son of Mrs. Mary D nrkin by 
a form er m arriage; John D urkin, 3 xveok* 
old; W illiam 
Hand, aged 68 years, a 
butcher. T he conflagration broke out in 
the collar of 733 Canal street. 
The tire spread xvith frightful rapidity and 
soon both structures w ere enveloped in a 
mass of seethlngflanie*. Both houses worn 
tilled witil sm oke before any of the occtfe 
pants were aroused. M anv of the sleeper* 
were doubtless sm othered in th eir beds. Ift 
will probably never b eknow n who aw elt* 
and tried in vain to escape from 
the- 
stifling sm oke and scorching flames. Th* 
names, foffoxving rapidly after tho sm oke, 
burned Hie bodies until they were unrecog­

H er n ig h t dress caught on tire, bul 
xv itll great presence of m ind she extin­ 
guished the flames w ith lier hands, and lent 
assistance to her ii us band in saving th* 
lives of th eir txx'o sm all children. Tira fir* 
had gained additional headway. H e wa* 
unable to p ut the children o u to f tho sam* 
xvindoxv. Ho then kicked bn tho wall to 
arouse tlra people on th e second floor.

Cultivation. 
C ultivation pblverizes and loosens tile 
soil. thus adm itting stir and moisture. Air 
and m oisture dissolve the plant food in the 
hoi!, m aking it available to the growing 
crops. 
Surface, or shallow, cultivation prevents 
evaporation, and, consequently, the drying 
put of the subsoil in case of drought. 
shallow cultivation is sufficient in soil 
th a t is naturally loose and porous, iii soil 
d< * ply worked previous to planting, and is 
he; t w here crops art; well advanced in their 
grow th. 
Deep cultivation is required where the 
ground is inclined to pack, in soil not thor- 
0 HHV prepared before planting, or where 
i t has been com pacted by heavy dashes of 
ram . B ut it m ust not be practiced except 
v, U n tho crops are young. 
W hether it is better lo hill up or to give 
fiat cultivation is a m atter of season, soil 
trad crop. Celery, -wet t potatoes, and, per­ 
haps, other crops require ridges or hills, 
E arly in th e season and rn w et land crops 
w ill do best in ridges that in different ctr- 
Ciitnstancts would .succeed better under 
level culture. 
While tim plants are young, run the cul­ 
tiv ato r close to them ; as they grow, keep 
f irtker off. 
C utting off the roots of a plaut in tho 
early stage©of growth checks the growth 
for a little while, but it quickly throws out 
a half dozen rootlets for every one ru t off, 
an a takes a firm er hold of the soil and of 
life. 
C ultivation, therefore, increases the feed­ 
ing capacity of plants by incieasm g the 
num ber of m ouths or line, fibrous roots. 
The cultivation of crops during the early 
n a ; 
of grow th should bo thorough cud 
1 iv juent. 
in the application of these principles to 
p articu lar crops and soils every farm er 
m u st use his own judgm ent. 
I u the m atter of tools for cultivating all 
kinds of crops the supply is am ple and the 
quality first-class.—[I arm Journal.

JHI a auge m e a t o f C o w * in H u m m e r—M ilk 
a t !.<■*» T h a n C u e C en t a Q u a r t. 
It will surprise m any city people, and 
perhaps som e farm ers, to be told th a t m ilk 
a t this season from cows in full feed of 
l r -sh grass is often im pure. Every m ilk­ 
m an who has not learned to change his 
cows gradually from dry to green feed will 
know w hat ive m ean. T he foul odors lrom 
m ilk kep t in close cans for several hours 
a i" well know n to them , though their 
canso m ay be unsuspected. The reason is 
th at in early spring cows eat so greedily of 
aoft. innutritious herbage th a t even when

th eir stom achs are unnaturally distended 
u ntil cloured by scouring eyacufttions hav­ 
ing a very offensive odor It is tills which 
affect* tile m ilk. 
It is so readily abwirbent 
of every odor Hint tho foul-sm elling excre­ 
m ent cannot fail to m ake it offensive, 
file rem edy for tilts is. lf ponsild©. to 
I ©void it, never to milk in tho stable. Unless 
I term s prevent, m ilking should be done in 
sem e place well bedded with straw , and 
w here there cr© no acc tim illations of fresh 
I excrem ent, ’I lien m ake tho change from 
dry tv. green fend gradual, or. better still, 
continue join" dry feed to til© cows as long 
Its they will eat if. A m ilkm an who had 
been troubled w ith foul milk: bus since 
learned to obviate this difficulty by turning 
lii» cows to gross only two or three hours a 
day tit first, aud then putting in the yard 
a n a giving dry feed several hours before 
m ilking, lirforo ho adopted this plan. Im 
cam e near losing all his customers. 
In tho 
pall there Would bo nothing offensive in 
Blesm ol! from Hie m ilk, hut otter shutting 
It clos© in the can for a few hours it became 
so strong that lie could scarcely bear its 
odor, 
Many cows have the habit of beginning to 
void liquid or Solid excrem ent w ith tho first 
attem p t to m ilk. lit snob case odors, often 
exceedingly foul, will Im* d I fl uted through 
the air, ami it m ilking is continued w hile 
these odors arc arising til© m ilk will inevi­ 
tably ho affected by them . Homo lino earth 
or land plaster should be near and should 
tie sprinkled over tho excrem ent before tho 
m ilking is resum ed. This is m ore neces­ 
sary to ln su ro en tire cleanliness than the 
oft-ropeatod exhortations 
to thoroughly 
clean tho teats and udders before m ilking 
is commenced. Often when this is attem pt­ 
ed the washing is only half done, and more 
odors are liberated than removed. 
It is 
©;isy for a careful m ilker to prevent getting 
d irt in tho m ilk pail; hut when tho air iii 
tho stablo is tilled w ith tho odors of m anure 
or urine it is alm ost impossible th at tho 
m ilk shall not bo contam inated. 
It is certain th a t in m any cases the bad 
quality of butter, and especially its inabil­ 
ity to keep well, arc traceable directly to 
im purities in the m ilk. B utter is nearly or 
quite as absorptive of odors as m ilk. It is 
iii tho butter globules th at the bad odors in 
the m ilk lino their hiding-place, and they 
follow through all its transform ations into 
the cream pot and tho butter bowl. 'I he 
skim m ilk which we feed to the calves or 
pigs is com paratively pure. 
A m ilch cow yields m any tim es lier own 
w eight in m ilk during the year, besides the 
production, yearly, of a calf. It is only reas­ 
onable th at she should have an abundance 
of nutritious food to sustain this severe 
strain. Milk is one of the m ost nutritions 
foods knowiu containing all tho elem ents 
necessary to iustain Ufo and growth. It is 
not policy to force m ilk production by ex­ 
clusive use of w atery and jnnutrious food. 
In city dairies cows are often fed on 1‘row­ 
ers’ grains, tho refuse left from m aking 
boer, and those sour slops, though very 
profitable for m ilk production, leave the 
cow in such poor condition th a t after one or 
two years tier constitution becomes im­ 
paired and she is turned aside as worthless. 
Even iii tho country, m ilch cows often be­ 
com e poor on the best pasture through ex­ 
cessive stim ulation of the m ilk secretion. 
Ensilage in w inter, if fed w ithout grain or 
other dry Iced, m ay bo liable to the same 
objection. 
One of til© advantages of soiling is th at it 
is possible to com bine green and dry food 
in tho right proportions, which cows at 
pasture seldom or never secure. It is not 
certain th at coarse grains cannot be pro­ 
duced so cheaply th at for the nutrim ent 
afforded they will Pe less expensive than 
tho traditional clover and grass. In m o st 
of the oilier States, where sm all pasture 
area exists, cows can be kept during the 
w inter for less cost tnan in sum m er, and 
this. too, despite tho extra feed required 
in w inter to m aintain anim al heat.—[Culti­ 
vator.

Milk at Less than One Cent a Quart. 
E xperim ents have been m ade 
at the 
M assachusetts A gricultural E xperim entSta- 
lion to determ ine th e cost of a quart of m ilk 
when feeding various kinds of food in dif­ 
ferent combinatioois. 
These consisted of 
bran, shorts, dom m eal, gluten m eal (the 
refuse from glucose factories), hay, corn 
fodder, and corn ensilage. 
Tho result is 
reported as follows: “In feeding the bran, 
or shorts, corn m eal and gluten meal, 3'* 
pounds weight of each were used. 
Two of 
the foods were also combined, m aking 6Va 
pounds to feed each cow daily, and at times 
a com bination of three kinds was used, 
m aking 98c pounds feed daily to each cow. 
The rem aining food was either hay, dry 
corn fodder or corn ensilage. 
“H ie highest am ount of hay eaten by any 
cow iii one day was ‘JO pounds,, and of en­ 
silage Bb pounds. The apparent hulk of tho 
ensilage over the hay. as shown by weight, 
may be explained by tho fact th at the hay 
is dry while ensilage is juicy. The highest 
cost of m ilk tier quart was from a liberal 
hay and grain feed, boing 2.03 cents per 
quart. The m ilk produced at tho lowest 
cost was from a m oderate feeding of ensil­ 
age and com m eal, and was hut 0.83 coins 
per quart. It may ho noticed, therefore, th at 
a quart of m ilk produced by feeding hay 
and grain costs as m uch as 2H quarts pro* 
dm odlby feeding ensilage and corn meal, 
and so tar as th e quality of the m ilk was 
concerned under th e varying conditions of 
feed given, no serious alteration in its com­ 
position was noticed.”

Professor M cC onnell on M ilking. 
M ilking is one of tho most im portant and 
difficult jobs in a dairy, and it is one which 
is usually touched upon very lightly bv our 
various authorities. Very few attendants 
become good m ilkers unless they have 
started when young aud have had every in­ 
ducem ent to im prove them selves. 
It is 
best done by piece work, and the quicker it 
is done the Vetter, as it is seldom that a 
quick m ilker is a bad one. The num ber 
Blotted to each atten d an t is usually ten, 
and when in full m ilk it is quito possible to 
do this num ber in one hour. 
We have had 
regular experience c f thin boing done, and 
two gallons draw n from each cow in the 
tim e; cut more 
ordinarily it 
will be 
found th a t alo u t half this num ber will be 
nearer the m urk in practice, and any m as­ 
ter who can got ei? h t cows m ilked per 
hour is Moll off. I' should be done regu­ 
larly, quietly and thoroughly; no scolding 
or beatnuf, ami the ast drop to be extract­ 
ed. There is nothing which tends to lessen 
the yield of a cow so m uch as ill-usage or 
had m ilking, and whore there are a num ber 
of attendants they o rght. to take the cows 
in turn, so th a t the good m ilkers will tend 
to counteract tile bad effects of the inferior 
milkers. Cows cannot intentionally and 
deliberately bold up theii m ilk, but if they 
art) frightened, the nervousness wide ti is 
induced has a reflex action, a m i'th e tissues 
of the m ilk vessels are tightened so that 
the m ilk will not How so oasily. 
Everything ought to be done to keep the 
m ilk as clean as possible, so thai, the udders 
ought to be brushed **ver, if a t all dirty, 
before com m encing; tho attern '.ants ought 
to wash their bands, and keep their nails 
pared. The last drop should bo extracted, 
and for this purpose some responsible per­ 
son ought to go round after th e regular 
hands and "strip” them out. These "strip- 
pings” are the richest part of tho m ilk, and 
will am ount to about ouo gallon to every 
twenty-five cows. 
Good m ilking will stim ulate the yield of 
an inferior cow. besides enabling a good 
cow to do her best. 
We should very m uch 
like to see a com petition of this kind inaug­ 
urated a t our dairy shows, to encourage 
attendants to excel. 
For sore and injured 
teats the little silver m ilking tube, is inval­ 
uable if carefully used, but no really effi­ 
cient m ilking m achine ha?> yet been in­ 
vented,

Hint* on Cheese-AI a k in g -H ow to T ro­ 
unce the I.a refit Y ield 
and H est 
Q uality Cont of flu tte r mid Ite e f— 
IC:<iieiil n u tte r . 
In an essay on cheese-m aking, delivered 
by J. B. Harris, Antwerp, N. Y., before the 
Ontario D airym en’s Association, a num ber 
of useful bints were given that can hardly 
fail to prove of assistance to m any readers. 
Some arc hero presented in brief. 
For sum m er and fall cheese Mr. H arris 
uses rennet enough to produce coagulation 
in fifty minutes, w ith the m ilk al a tem ­ 
perature of from SC to 88 degrees. In the 
spring, when m aking fodder cheese, he uses 
cue-third more icnnet and less salt. His 
reasons for this difference are to facilitate 
the ripening process, in order th a t the 
cia esc may I e ready for m arket at the ear­ 
liest day possible. Four ounces of iianson’s 
rennet for sum m er and six ounces for 
spring, w ith salt in proportion, is Mr. H ar­ 
ris’ own rule. 
Two messes of m ilk produced on different 
soils, although treated th© same, will pro­ 
duce cheese more or less variable as regards 
moisture. The m aker of tho cheese m ust 
regulate the m atter by variations in cut­ 
ting, scalding and stirring. For instance, 
when it is known that m oisture predom i­ 
nates in Hie milk oi any given dairy it is 
advised to cut line r, scald morn ami stir 
longer. 
Furring ought to begin directly after cut­ 
ting and continue from ten to lyteoii m in­ 
utes before healing and go on for half an 
hour continuously, amt say ten m ore after 
tl:e heat is w ithdrawn,. 
It is advised to heat slowly at first, gradu­ 
ally increasing as the whey separates. The 
lieut m ust be kept up until the curd is m a­ 
tured, ami then well aired before salting, 
fho usual tem perature in sum m er is 98A 
but as the season advances and the m ilk be­ 
comes richer it is necessary to go as high as 
3 00 . A great secret in cheese m aking is to 
draw the whey at the first indication of 
acidity. 
Alter the whey is rem oved and w hile the 
subs* quent stirring proceeds, a new acid 
makes its appearance in the body of the 
curd. which seems to depend for its devel­ 
opm ent upon the action of Hie air. and the 
presence of which experience has show n to 


bo an essential elem ent in tho niftke-un of 
, choose, This acid should bo allowed to 
I develop properly before th© addition of 
salt. us the presence of th at substance will 
preclude its appearance). 
Guru should contain nbout 35 per rent. 
m oisture wiien pressed, and dry out down 
to 33 per cent, when outed. To determ ine 
ami retain this proper proportion of mois­ 
ture requires judgm ent aud practice. 


Coat of Butter end B*©f. 
Som ewhere between th© extrem es in tho 
cost of bu tter there is a nam eless m edium 
which m ust cover the oost of the greater 
part of th a t product, 
This m edium , it 
is thought by some, is com parable to a sinti- 
lar m edium for the oost of producing a 
pound of beef, 
The statem ent has fre­ 
quently been m ade tliat a pound of butter 
can behind© at the sumo cost as a pound of 
beef. This is certainly true in some cases, 
so far as tho cost in feed is concerned, for it 
is a m atter of general observation th at tho 
highest cosl of lieut Is above tho lowest 
cost of butter, and iii their variations m ust 
m eet som ewhere on Hie same level. 
Sir John Sinclair, an English authority on 
agriculture, said several years ago, th at tho 
pasturage which would m ake IDJ pounds of 
boof would m ake 350 gallons of m ilk. 
As 
the English gallon weighs IO pounds, this 
would mnko 140 Pounds of butter, allowing 
25 pounds of m ilk for one of butter. Tins 
m akes tho iood-costof beef more than th a t 
of butter, yet tho statem ent called out no 
ndver.se response. Professor E. W. Stew art 
reports feeding four acres of corn to thrifty 
steers averaging 1115 pounds. Tho corn 
and stalks, without husking, were cut up 
together into tbreo-oight hsinch lengths and 
fed w ith 1400 pounds of oil m eal. After 
deducting from tho gain in woiglit w hat 
was due to tho oil m eal, there was left a 
cain of loot) pounds of live w eight duo to 
tim corn and stalks, equal to 400 pounds of 
live w eight to th© acre. From this deduct 
40 per cent. for offal, aud It leaves 240 
pounds of beof from an acre of corn, which 
is considered a very largo return. 
Professor W. A. H enry fed an aero of 
corn and stalks to three cows for m aking 
butter. Tile cornstalks wore chopped sep­ 
arately, and the corn ground. To m ake a 
projierly-balancod ration, a part of tho corn 
was traded for bran, pound for pound, and 
thirty-five pounds of bran and twenty-five 
pounds of m eal were fed with 195 pounds 
of chopped stalks, until the stalks gave out, 
when it was found th a t 115 pounds of but­ 
l e r had been made, am i th at there was 
grain enough left to m ake 209 pounds of 
butter m ore by supplying stalks from some 
other source to go with it. Counting two 
pounds of corn stover equal to one of meal, 
127 pounds of the 209 were due to the grain, 
m aking tho product in b u tter from the acre 
of corn and stover 242 pounds, practically 
the sam e yield as the beef per acre. W hile 
this is a good snowing, it does uot follow 
th a t the cost of beef and butter was the 
same, as tho acres m ay not have been of 
equal feeding value. It is hardly to be cred­ 
ited that the average cost per pound of but­ 
ter for tho total product can be as low as 
that, for the total product of beef, but it 
w ould seem th a t the two come nearer to­ 
gether than 
feeders 
generally suspect. 
W hen the cost of butter runs below th at of 
beef, there is good ground for suspicion 
that thoro is bad feeding to produce the 
beef. 


Restoring Rancid Butter. 
It is not unfrequently the case th at the 
farm er’s wife who has the care of tho but­ 
ter lias some th at for some cause has grown 
rancid, and any one who has ever been 
troubled at all in th a t wav knows th a t ran­ 
cid butter is of little account. Among 
num erous Ways th a t are employed to restore 
such butter to a condition th at it m ay bo 
used is the following: To a pint of w ater 
add th irty drops of liquor of chloride of 
lime, and in this wash two and a half 
pounds of rancid bu tter; after every par­ 
ticle lias come in contact w ith the water, 
let it stand an hour or two and then wash 
in clean, pure water. A nother m ethod is 
this: W ash the butter in good new m ilk, 
after which wash in cold spring water. 
Rancidity is believed to be caused by the 
presence of butyric acid, which is freely 
soluble in new m ilk, and lienee the thor­ 
ough w ashing is expected to remove the 
acid and the cause of rancidity. Another 
m ethod is to beat up a quarter of a pound 
of good fresh lime in a pail of water, and 
after allow ing it to stand for an hour, or 
until all im purities have settled, pour off 
the clear portion and wasli thoroughly the 
rancid butter iii it. Bad butter is som etim es 
caused by feed of cows or unclean utensils. 
To neutralize this, it is som etim es advisable 
to use half a pint of vinegar, or a few drops 
of some acid, to each gallon of cream as a 
neutralizing 
agent.—{Germantown Tele­ 
graph.

Alnuin© th e M o t t o f M a n u r e —T h e V a lu e 


o f H e n M a n u r e . 
In a previous articlo I said th at I de­ 
pended largely upon clover to keep up my 
soil, and that by allowing it to m ake full 
grow th in tho fall I can m aintain a high 
degree of fertility and raise a crop of grain 
every year. I apply all the m anure possible 
in the fall and winter, and as little as pos­ 
sible in the spring. The built of it is used 
us top-dressing for w heat after the land is 
ploughed, or when we seed in corn land, 
after tho corn is cut up, I think we get 
larger return from m anure applied to w heat 
than w hen used on corn, w ith the added ad­ 
vantage of its benefit to tho clover which is 
always sown on tho w heat land. There is 
little com fort in wagoning wet, heavy dung 
over soft ground in spring, bu t in August 
the fields ate usually solid and the m anure, 
if rightly m anaged, dry. 
Our straw is 
stacked iii a barnyArd so sm all th at we can 
keep it all littered,and tho w aste cornstalks 
from the m angers and the m anure from Hie 
cow stable is spread in this yard every day. 
The cattle (unless tho day be very stormy) 
are kept in this yard by day and stabled at 
n ig h t 
The m anure from the horses, w ith all the 
soiled bedding, is throw n into the stablo 
im m ediately behind them w here young 
cattle run loose to tram p it; under this ar­ 
rangem ent we save all the m anure, liquid 
and solid, for tho barnyard is so arranged 
th a t no w ater enters it from eaves of barn 
or from adjoining land. 
Tile stablo fur­ 
nishes m anure 
for potatoes and other 
spring 
crops, 
and 
as 
it 
docs 
not 
freeze 
we 
can 
always 
draw this 
out 
apply 
it during 
cold 
w eather 
when 
tho ground is frozen. Our shed or m anure 
stable holds com fortable twelve large two- 
horse ioads, and w ith tho m anure from four 
horses throw n into it daily, and six yearling 
cattle fed and bedded <>u it, we lilied it 
threo tim es last w inter, giving us thirty-six 
loads of excellent m anure, or enough for 
about three acres of land. 
Tho m anure 
from the barnyard is not disturbed till the 
cattle go to pasture, but if we find in M ardi 
that the stock are not likely to use un all of 
the straw , we cut off a section of the stack 
every few' days and scatter over tho barn­ 
yard, or if it be needed for bedding we 
move a part of it into tho barn. 
The object is to get all the straw in tho 
yard under foot before the stock are re­ 
moved. We had it a great advantage to 
feed the hogs for a few days on (his partly 
rotted straw’ in the barnyard, as they help 
it to decay. At an y tim e in April or May, 
w hen a heavy rain stops field work and 
thoroughly wets this strawy m anure, we 
put all hands to turning and m ixing it, and 
fork it ut> into beds about four feet deep 
and tint on top, tho object being to start a 
m oderate beat to hell* decompose it. After 
it is throw n up and mixed it should be 
undisturbed for about a m onth, and then 
lie turned and well mixed again, and a sec­ 
ond ferm entation will put it in good condi­ 
tion for topdressing. Tiffs takes some labor, 
bul it reduces th e bulk and saves tim e at 
final handling, and puts it in such condi­ 
tion th at it can be spread more evenly 
and it will not choke tho drill at all. I have 
throw n all the buts from tw enty acres of 
heavy corn into a barnyard 
sixty feet 
square, which had in the centre of it a 
stack containing from tw enty to thirty tons 
of w heat straw', and had it all in such con­ 
dition by the m iddle of Juno th at no one 
would liavo guessed th at there was any 
cornstalks about it. 
When one has grass land to m anure tho 
contents of tile m anure shod may bo taken 
to the field, w hen Hie laml is frozen, at any 
tim e during tho w inter and spread from tho 
w agon; and, w hether tho field is to becut 
for hay or the sod to be_ ploughed down for 
a spring crop, there is no better use to 
which m anure can be put. A pasture or 
meadow tou-dressod w ith a coat of good 
m anure will form a thick sward, the land 
becom ing filled w ith fibrous roots, which 
by their decay not only furnish plant food. 
but also give th at mellow condition of soil 
w hich is favorable to chem ical action, and 
also m akes cultivation easy. M anure spread 
upon grass land one or two years before it is 
to be ploughed will pay in the increased 
yield of grass, and then will reproduce it­ 
self Iii the fertility from the decayed sod. 
It is the practice of m any farm ers to use 
m anure on their poorest land, but for m any 
years I have used ail the m anure on tho best 
land. I think it wise to keep half my farm 
in tho highest cultivation and productive­ 
ness. and til© other half in perm anent pas­ 
ture, rather th an try to bring Hie poorer 
fields up to the average by keeping down 
tile average of tile best land. 
I can raise more grain and do it more sat­ 
isfactorily to keep forty acres of my best 
land in grain constantly, and apply all tho 
m anure I m ake to it and trim down all the 
clover I can grow in tile fall on it. than if I 
should try to spread the m anure over Hie 
entire farm, w hich contains ninety acres. 
The rem aining fifty acres is good pasture 
land with abundant water, aud we only 
plough a part of it. and th a t occasionally. 
I can m ake enough m anure to cover about 
ten acres a year, and as we plough down 
tw enty acres of clover a year, our forty 
acres get a large am ount of fertilizers. On 
a level, rich farm , where all the land can 
be cultivated, a different plan would per­ 


haps be best. It would bo wiso to uso all 
the m anure on tho half nearest tho barn 
and hoop th a t in grain more constantly 
thau the part m ore rem ote; but th e tiffin 
should always bo to keep a part of tire farm 
at tho highest state of fertility, ho as to 
m ake sure of a profit from every crop 
?frown on it. Tncro are m any farm ers who 
>y attem pting to cultivate all their land 
grow such light yields as to rarely, if over, 
m ake thorn profitable, for it m ust ho re­ 
m em bered th at ail the profit from farm ing 
comes lrom crops above the a v e ra g e yield.

As is well known, the m anure of birds is 
valuable from the fact th a t it contains the 
urates ami other highly nitrogenous sub­ 
stances Wilton in other anim als pass away 
in tho urine. If tho urine of anim als could 
bo secured in com bination w ith tho solid 
excrem ent, th© value of tho produce would 
ho greatly increased. It is claim ed by some 
w riters th at ben m anure is as valuable, 
w eight for weight, ss Peruvian guano. 
This is a m istake, as analysis of guano 
shows a far higher percentage of nitrogen 
and phosphoric acid. 
This is doubtless 
duo, to a groat extent, to tho fact th ai 
much nitrogen Is allowed, by 
careless 
handling and storage, to escape from the 
hon m anure.

another horse for a short time, then return 
to stable. Allow him to stand a few hours 
w ith the harness on. fttid be careful not to 
frighten him In taking them oft. On an­ 
other day giro him another lesson of tho 
same kind, and if lie bo skittish, several les­ 
sons m ay be given. If hot ho may be hitched 
alongside of a trusty horse, 
Don’t call in tho neighbors and call out 
tho wonton to son the colt hitched, as if it 
was to bo a show Minder such circum stances 
you will bavary likely to have one. Ono 
cool-lieadou assistant, who con be rolled on, 
is enough. Go nbout hitching him very 
much as if ho wore already trained, only, 
use greater precaution. If tho colt bo a 
draught anim al, ann of a quiet or sluggish 
nature, a good plan is to hitch him at tho 
oft side of tile pole in a three or four-horse 
team . Hie driver riding tho horse alongside, 
where ho has a good opportunity to control 
him. 
Have tho stay chains short, and 
couple him bark well to tho wheel-horse, so 
th ai if lie should plunge he will not have 
too m uch play. Don’t require anything pf 
him only to keen along forawlffle. Ho will 
soon learn to pull, and may be encouraged 
to do so rh he becomes acquainted w ith his 
surrounding*. Teach him to start and stop 
at tho word. with the rest of Hie team , aud 
o stand while loading, etc. To do the latter 
keep him pour aud check his attem pts to 
start when necessary. 
If tho colt in training is a spirited one. 
built for travel and am bitious to go, don’t 
hitch him with a slow, sleepy team —we 
believe this to be one great canso of balky 
horses—bu t hitch him by tho side of a 
trusty, not easily excited anim al, one that 
is a brisk w alker aud nim ble Sn action. A 
good vehicle to hitch to is a buok wagon, 
witti a polo that rides high, so th a t if lie

an alm ost exclusive diet of fish mid meat. 
It is beyond dispute th at tho value of 
m anure depends upon tho food from which 
it was produced. But hen m anure is far 
superior to ordinary barnyard m anure, as 
will bo seen from tho following table giv­ 
ing the num ber of pounds or Hie threo 
most valuable elem ents in a ton of lien 
m anure am i a ton of w ell-rotted barn 
manure:

Thus 400 pounds of pure hen m anure 
would contain very nearly as m uch potash, 
phosphoric acid and nitrogen as are con­ 
tained in a ton of com m on barnyard m a­ 
nure. AV© believe th at hen m anure, prop­ 
erly saved, will prove cheaper, w hen used 
upon quick-growing crops, than any fertil­ 
izer th at the farm er can save or buy. W ith 
melons aud garden vegetables we have ob­ 
tained tho best of results from bon m anure. 
Its effects upon corn are well k h o w n ; in 
fac’, in tho regions where m anure will be 
most likely to be saved, tho corn crop wall 
ho alm ost sure to receive the benefit of its 
strength. 
We do not find it to be tb.o most 
economical m anure to uso on potatoes: a 
fertilizer richer in potash will give better 
results. There is considerable discussion 
am ong farm ers as to the best m ethods of 
preserving hen m anure. Tho hest poultry 
men today seem agreed upon th e fact that 
it is most profitable to keep fowls upon low 
roosts, w ith a shelf below to catch the drop­ 
pings. W ith this arrangem ent Hie process 
of 
gathering 
the 
m anure 
is 
much 
simplified. H ie shelves may he scraped 
off 
every 
few 
days 
into 
boxes 
or 
barrels, and the m anure dropped upon 
the floor m ay be 
scraped 
up in the 
same way. It will pay to keep the shelves 
and floor well sprinkled w ith dry m uck or 
sand. Tiffs will reduce the strength of tho 
m anure and keep it in better condition. 
Wood ashes should never be m ixed with 
hen m anure, as the com bination will liber­ 
ate tho nitrogen. 
W here It is desired to 
apply them together it is safer to put the 
m anure in the hill or drill and to scatter 
tho ashes broadcast. P laster m ay be profit­ 
ably m ixed w'ith hen m anure. It will "fix” 
the am m onia securely. Many farm ers ob­ 
tain their m ost valuable fertilizer by m ix­ 
ing lien m anure with plaster and fine bone 
dour. Tho m anure is spread upon a door 
aud beaten finely w ith a shovel. 
One- 
fourth its bulk of plaster is sprinkled over 
it, and the m ixture raked over and into a 
heap. to be again spread out and raked up. 
W ith oue-fiftii its bulk of fine bono Hour 
m ixed into tho mass in tho sam e way a fer­ 
tilizer can bo obtained stronger than Hie 
ordinary superphosphate. 
W here poultry 
are confined in orchards or in various parts 
of the different fields, tho m anure is evenly 
and cheaply distributed, to tb e great advan­ 
tage of the soil.—[Rural New Yorker.

tln© R e c o rd * . 
In training all anim ate n ature th a t ever 
yielded to training, m an included, it is im­ 
portant th a t the subject for treatm ent 
should bo received for instruction at as 
early a period of its existence as possible; 
like a blank Nheet of paper before tho artist 
—nothing to be erased or blotted out. It is 
often more difficult to eradicate old habits 
than to form new ones. For these reasons 
we would say com m ence w ith tho colt as 
soon as lie comes into your possession; if 
th at be w hen foaled all the better. 
But if 
he be a year or more old be sure th at lie is 
proficient in tho A II (J, or first lessons in 
training, before you attem pt to impart 
som ething more advanced. You can easily 
satisfy yourself as to his past training by 
tests th a t will suggest them selves. 
Train­ 
ing is progressive, and it is very im portant 
that tho various steps bo taken in their 
proper order. 
The colt should bo taught, first, that you 
are his friend and w orthy of his confidence. 
Do not frighten him . or allow others to. lie 
gentle, caress and handle him . but do not 
m ake a pet of him. 
A pct, in tho superla­ 
tive sense, is more difficult to m anage than 
tho wildest, ll treated rightly, and he does 
not inherit, a wild or vicious disposition, ho 
will soon become as quiet and gentle as you 
wish. A halter should be provided, and ho 
be tau g h t to lead and stand tied up 
in stall, or to rack or fence, w hile his dam 
is taken out of sight and hearing. It is 
im portant th at tho halter bo strong and 
com fortable, w hen not pulling on it. Weak 
and rotten halters and hitching posts are 
calculated to produce ‘‘habitual halter- 
breaking.” 
Do not give him too m uch strap, or lie 
may become tangled and thus hurt himself. 
From his sucking days on till ho is three 
years old. or whoa you expect him to com­ 
m ence work, lie should be handled occa­ 
sionally. In-w inter when lie is fed and sta­ 
bled is your opportunity. In handling hint 
don’t give him "too m uch rope,” an the say­ 
ing is, but keep him so th a t yon can compel 
obedience, or rallier prevent disobedience, 
lf need he; thus form ing in him a habit that 
in ids working days he will not be likely to 
disregard. 
Never attem pt to do anything with him in 
the way of training or handling w hen he 
has it in Ids power to break away or other­ 
wise obtain a victory over you. Endeavor 
to convince hint th a t you are a superior 
being, and capable of controlling him by 
superior m eans, aud not a brute liko him­ 
self. If, on the other hand, you should de­ 
scend to his level and try to control him bv 
brute force, you will very likely come off 
secondbest. Keep calm , and don’t get ex­ 
cited or flurried. 
If you do not mako as 
m uch headw ay as you wish, watch your 
teinpor, and bo patient in w orking with 
horses, and especially in training om s. d* 
little indiscretion or violence m ay spoil tho 
work of days or weeks. 
Tho whip should seldom bo used, and 
never violently. It should be more an em ­ 
blem of authority than an instrum ent of 
torture. Put the bit in your colt’s mouth 
frequently, after ho is two years old, and 
allow' it to rem ain for a few hours. Lead 
him about and turn him to right and left 
w ith the bridle; also teach him to bal k at 
tho word. To clo this, stand bv his head, 
grasp the reins near the bit w ith a slight 
pressure, give the com m and to back, at Hie 
sam e tim e increase the pressure, compel­ 
ling him to hack. Repeat tiffs at different 
tim es until lie w ill readily back at tile word. 
Give frequent ami short lessons in training, 
unless the colt be headstrong and refuse to 
comply; then continue until you. partially 
or altogether gain your poiut. Gentleness, 
firmness and perseverance, w ith good judg­ 
m ent, 
will 
always 
succeed. 
Success, 
though purchased w ith a half day or more 
of persistent labor, is cheaper than failure. 
Continuo these lessons with tho brid Ie till 
he thoroughly understands the object and 
use of tho bit, Teach him to start and stop 
at the word. Always use the same word of 
com m and for Hie sam e requirem ent. The 
fewer the words of com m and used tim bet­ 
ter. and they should be distinct and dissimi­ 
lar in sound. Always bo sure that the colt 
understands w hat is required before you 
attem pt to cnforco obedience. He should 
not bo expected to m ake nice distinctions 
as to the m eanings ofw ords, or to compre­ 
hend tho whole of W ebster's unabridged. 
The tone of com m and is as im portant, or 
m ore so, than Hie word. (Speak no louder 
than is necessary to m ako him hear. An 
angry tone will often he detected by tho 
colt before tho speaker is aw are of it him ­ 
self. 
After tho colt has learned tile uso and ob­ 
ject of the bridle ho should bo made 
acquainted w ith the harness, lf his lessons 
have been thorough up to this point tie will 
give no trouble here. Be gentle w ith him 
and take your tim e, allowing him to exam ­ 
ine and smell the harness and collar. Don’t 
use some old things th at have been cast 
aside “for breaking colts,” aud are stiff and 
bard from age and lack of oil. Such are 
calculated only to irritate 
and enrage. 
F it him out w ith good, stronj? comfortable 
harness, 
suitable for service. See th at 
they are a good 
fit, and 
be particu­ 
larly careful to have the collar a good fit 
and comfortable. Place them upon him 
carefully, speaking kindly to him 
the 
while. After ho finds th at they xviii not 
hurt him, move him about in his stall, that 
be may fool their presence in different posi­ 
tions. W hen he has become reconciled to 
this, and scents quiet, lie may bo led about 
the yard alone first, aud then alongside of 


over tho traces or pole. Bo sure th at every 
thing about tho harness is 
sufficiently 
strong, 
lf tho colt has 
been properly 
trained to tho bridle lie will bo easily m an­ 
aged by tho lines. W hen hitched they may 
Le led around for a short tim e, one person 
holding each anim al. 
If tho colt seems 
quiet, the driver aud his assistant may take 
their places in tho wagon. 
When ready, 
give tho word to start, and a t the same 
tim e let them feel tho hues, and gently 
touch the oilier horse w ith the whip, tu rn ­ 
ing them slightly to tho side on which Hie 
colt is hitched (which should be Hie off 
side). Especially is this needful if tho colt 
should hesitate. He. boing thus throw n on 
the inside of the circle, does not fall behind, 
oven if bis m ate takos ouo or two stops be­ 
fore ho starts. W hen a colt falls behind, he 
is alm ost sure to m ake it up by a plunge 
forward. 
Very short stay straps to double­ 
tree will prevent this to some extent, and 
if tim driver keeps them well in hand—as 
he should do—ho will not m ake many at­ 
tem pts of this kind. 
Allow them to w alk off briskly for some 
distance, taking plenty of room and boing 
careful in m aking your turns. After lie bas 
had a few sliott lessons of this kind, ho 
may be allowed to trot up a little on the bit, 
hut m ust be kept well in hand, and tho first 
indication of bolting should be checked. 
This eau easily be done by a saw ing motion 
of tho lines, first slightly draw ing one line 
and then tile other in quick succession, 
which w ill disconcert and bring to obedi­ 
ence alm ost any Jiorse. 
D on't require Hie coit lo pull for some 
tim e after you com m ence hitching him, 
but allow him to pull when necessary and 
he w.shes to. Don’t mako your lessons too 
long. Tile colt should not be tired out, nor 
turned over to tho boys and hired mon to 
lie hacked about a t nights and on Sundays, 
to take t h e ‘’ginger” out of him and make 
him docile from exhaustion. Such "break­ 
ing” bas to be repeated as soon as be has 
had tim e to recuperate his abused energies.

w ould be better than silo and en silag e; but 
popular usage sanctions the latter. This 
m ethod of preserving fodder can bo traced 
back through the old Rom ans to Persia. 
We cannot tell how it cam e to the present 
knowledge of Europe. Tho U nited States 
report of 1875 contains a full description of 
it, but the present boom started at tho in­ 
ternational fair in New York, in 1878, from 
a paper rend by Francis M arsh of M aryland. 
T here are now hundreds of silos in the 
U nited States, mostly in the E astern part, 
bu t reaching as far W est as N ebraska, and 
som e conclusions have been reached by ex­ 
perience. 
Certain facts have been so well established 
as to need no further proof. 
The m ost 
prom inent ot these, concisely stated, are: 
1. Silos may be made w ith any of the 
various building m aterials, and some very 
crudely and cheaply constructed have been 
found to do good service. 
2. Silos m ay bo above ground, or under­ 
ground, or partly both; they should bo 
w atertight, and preferably air-tight and 
frost-proof, although those two points are 
not essential. 
3. The situation, form, and construction 
of tho silo, and the arrangem ents for filling, 
covering, and em ptying should bo largely 
governed by local conditions. 
4. Several sm all silos, independent or 
connecting, are better than ono largo one, 
and the depth should 
be considerably 
greater than the length, w idth, or diam eter. 
5. Silos may bo filled slowly or quickly, in 
all weathers, and heavily w eighted or not 
w eighted at a ll; tho silage produced will 
vary in condition and quality, but these 
variations of m anagem ent do not very m a­ 
terially affect tho result. 
0. Any plant or vegetable product good 
for cattle food, when green or fresn, m aybe 
preserved as silage in an edible and succu­ 
lent condition throughout, tho year for sev­ 
eral years. 
7. As a rule, all horses, m ules, cattle, 
sheep, sw ine and poultry are fond of ensi­ 
lage, if its m aterial is such as ever eaten by 
them . Most farm anim als prefer it to the 
best dry forego, aud often prefer it to good 
roots. 
8. Tho host tim e at. winch to cut any 
growing plant to m ako good ensilage is 
w hen the plant approaches m aturity, and is 
beginning lo decrease in the percentage of 
its w ater contents. 
9. The cost of preserving a given crop as 
ensilage does not m aterially differ from 
curing the same cron by drying in a suit­ 
able season; but crops eau be ensilaged and 
presorvod in seasons when they would be 
lost if drying was attem pted. 
10. An acre of corn as ensilage is w orth 
four tim es as m uch as the sam o crop dried 
as fodder. 
11. An acre of corn, field cured, stored in 
tho m ost com pact m anner possible, will 
occupy a space ton tim es as great as ii iii 
til© form of ensilage. 
12. The chem istry of the silo is still much 
in tho dark. Tho contents of any one silo, 
tilled w ith crops from tho sam e land, and, 
apparently, m anaged in Hie sam e way, year 
after year, will differ in condition and 
quality In different years. Knowledge of 
Hie subject is not yet accurate enough to 
proscribe 
w ith certainty the procedure 
which will ensure the best ensilage. 
Yet 
any forage crop can be preserved in a moist, 
frosh form, substantially unim paired as 
food, although there is generally consider­ 
able loss in the earb-hydrato elem ents, and 
a partially com pensating gain’, both in the 
percentage of protein© aud tho increased 
digestibility. 
13. As food for cattle, as well as other 
kinds of farm stock, ensilage forms a good 
and very cheap .substitute for roots, and its 
condim ental effects arc especially apparent: 
but the usual ensilage crops fail to rill the 
place of tho root clop in a judicious farm 
rotation. 
14. In feeding, the best results follow a 
m oderato ration of silage, rather than tho 
entire substitution for-dry, coarse fodder. 
15. Ensilage, aud especially good corn en­ 
silage, w hen compared w ith dry corn fod­ 
der, or w ith other feeding stuffs, produce 
results so satisfactory as to surprise the 
chem ist, and winch chem istry cannot ex­ 
plain. 
IO. A silo or two, well built, but not too 
largo or too expensive, are convenient and 
econom ical on most farm s, to save crops, 
w hich ©t tim es m ight otherw ise be lost, ii 
not to preserve some crops specially grown 
for ensilage. 
17. The extensive use of ensilage upon 
any farm is chiefly a question of convenience 
and economy, which local conditions m ust 
decide. 


Remedy for A d pIo Bark Lice. 
Professor A. J. Cook says soft soap, or a 
strong solution of tho sam e, will surely 
vanquish the apple tree bark or scale louse 


if it to applied in early Juno and again 
three weeks later. To apply tiffs specific he 
knows of no better way than to use a cloth 
and scrub by hand. To bo sure we can, if 
dainty, use a brush liko a shoe-brush, but 
he likes to go at w ith a good cloth, when, 
w ith sleeves rolled un, h e m akes pretty 
sure th a t no louse escapes. 
For the past few weeks he has changed 
the substance bv adding crude carbolic 
aeid.whioh he thinks im proves it, especially 
if but one application is to bo m ade; and 
we k n o w tlia tn t this busy season the sec-, 
ornl application is apt to be neglected. 1 
He heats to the boiling point one quart of 
soft soap to two gallons of water, and while 
still hot thoroughly stirs in one pint, of 
crude carbolic acid. Tiffs may be applied 
as before. This carbolic acid m ixture re­ 
tains its virtue, ho thinks, longer than does 
the soap alone, and so it is especially desir­ 
able when but ono application is to be m ade 
as described above. 
Like the arsenites, so tile carbolic acid 
and soap m ixture is of triple value. _ Not 
only does it kill tho dreaded lice, hut it also 
keeps off the dreaded borers, which are also 
serious pests in the orchards. 


€calv Log and Lice. 
Mix together one-half ounce of flour sul­ 
phur, one-quarter ounce crystallized car­ 
bolic acid and one pound clean lard. Meit 
tho lard lu a tin cup and stir in the other 
ingredients. 
If any of your fowls have scaly legs take 
thorn from the roost at night and sm ear the 
legs w ith the ointm ent, rubbing it in, and 
set tho birds back on the perches. A few 
applications will rid tho legs of the scurf 
and thus rem ove the annoyance. An old 
toothbrush is tho best thing we know of 
w ith w hich to m ake tho application of the 
ointm ent. 
W hen tho newly hatched chicks are dried 
off and about to be placed in Hie coop w ith 
their m other, which .should be in the even­ 
ing, a little of this compound should Lo 
robbed on their heads and throats, and a 
little also on the under feathers of tho hen. 
lf this application is repeated for three 
tim es w ith intervals of two weeks, and tho 
brood is put in a clean coo]*, we feel quito 
sure th a t the chicks will not be troubled 
with lice. 


The Condition of Winter Crain. 
The last report on tho condition of w inter 
grain from the departm ent at W ashington 
indicates an im provem ent in w heat, with a 
general average of condition at 94.9. In 
Now York a good grow th is reported. In 
the Southern States thoro appears to bo a 
decline in w heat growing; Hie area in sm all 
and condition, though im proved, not very 
high. The past w inter was very unfavor­ 
able for w inter grain in these States. A 
correspondent in Georgia declares the win­ 
ter freezes hero tho worst in fifty years. 
Early sown w heat in Texas, Arkansas and 
Tennessee is generally in good condition. 
Late w heat is Ie s vigorous. 
K entucky 
promises a heavy w heat yield, w ith better 
result from drilled than broadcast sowing. 
W heat is im proving in Ohio; th at early 
sown is the best. The present prospect is 
for good crops in Illinois and Missouri. The 
reports of injury to Kansas w heat last w in­ 
ter were not exaggerated. There m ust be a 
low rate of yield in eastern counties. 
The 
Pacific coast will scarcely fail to m ako good 
the high promise heretofore reported. 
Rye rarely ever m akes a lower average of 
condition th an w heat; it stands 95.7. It is 
highest in the m iddle bolt, ami alsoon tho 
Pacific const, 
It is also high in tho Ohio 
valley. In tho cotton States it is som ew hat 
reduced. 
The prospect is favorable for a good crop 
of w inter barley. Tho general average of 
condition is 96.7. _____ 


Facts for Farmers. 
By no m eans forget tho fodder corn. If it 
has not been put in do it right away. It will 
grow inside of threo m onths. Time enough 
yet. 
P ut it in drills and use two bushels of 
D ent corn to an aero, or three of tho Flint. 
Put in thin enough so that every stalk will 
bo fully developed and then you will get 
perfect juice—lots of sugar, and tiffs is w hat 
gives it value. A wnshy-weak stalk w ith­ 
out joints has very little sugar in it. 
It is 
most all w ater aud woody fibre, and th at 
don’t pay. 
A serious obstacle in tho way of the culti­ 
vation of cabbage, w hich occupies a place 
of m uch im portance in the household 
economy, is its being so largely infested by 
tho cabbage worm. Thoro have been an 
alm ost unlim ited num ber of rem edies pro­ 
posed and recom m ended as effectual, but 
which upon a trial fall far short of the 
recom m endations. A correspondent of Col­ 
m an s Rural W orld gives the following, 
which is so sim ple th at it is certainly w orthy 
a trial. Tho rem edy is, when tho worms 
appear, while tho cabbages are wet w ith 
dew, to sprinkle them w ith w heat bran. It 
is said to be a com plete cure. 
G. W. E ndicott of Pulaski county. Ilk, 
lays down threo requisites for the success­ 
ful m anagem ent of the m arket peach 
orchards. First, a locality m ust he selected 
where they will grow, and tho crop not bo 
w inter-killed; secondly, the trees m ust be 
headed high enough to allow access to the 
insects, and thirdly, tho lim tis m ust be kent 
short enough to keep the fruit w ithin five 
feet of the trunk. For effecting the last 
m entioned purpose, the growth of two or 
three years m ay bo partly cut back close to 
a sm aller side lim b; or last year's shoots 
may be clipped back with a pocket or prun­ 
ing knife, winch is the m ost perfect way, 
and may be done rapidly when the operator 
becomes fam iliar w ith it. < hie other requi­ 
site should not bo om itted, and this is to 
thin tho fru it when it is sm all, no tsvo 
peaches being nearer than five inches of 
each other, if they are large kinds, or 
nearer than threo inches if sm all kinds. 
O ut W est some farm ers hove learned to 
uso for hop growing the sm all grow th that 
naturally springs up oil bottom land after 
prairie fires are no longer to be feared. Tho 
idea was first suggested by hop vines grow­ 
ing luxuriantly and bearing abundantly in 
such localities. Few pieces of undergrow th 
are suited to this m anagem ent w ithout too 
m uch labor in grubbing out unnecessary 
trees, but there Is no reason why young 
trees may not be planted in the right way 
in tho place of poles, and then hop vines 
enough bo planted to cover them . T he hop 
yard once set in tiffs way need never bo re­ 
planted. The shade of tho trees and of tho 
vines will prevent the need of m uch culti­ 
vation. and all the Imp grower needs would 
be to gathor, Caro for and m arket the crop 
According to the last report of the Massa­ 
chusetts btate A gricultural Station, Ken­ 
tucky tobacco stem s ground contained 
2V2 percent, of nitrogen and nearly 9 per 
cont, of potassium oxido. They also con­ 
tained 1.4 of m agnesium , 3.7 of lime. and 
nearly I per cent, of phosphoric acid. Thus 
they are a valuable fertilizer. T heir trade 
value is $15 CO per ton. 
Cutting grass early prevents m any woods 
from going to seed. Bv cutting early two 
crops may be secured, which are bettor than 
one, even if the one is biggor th an either of 
the two. By cutting tv.ico you get two 
w hacks at Hie woods, which is one point 
gained thereby. 
Low grades of butter are always in com­ 
petition w ith tho num erous bogus com­ 
pounds, and m ust over prove unrem unera­ 
tive to the unprogressive dairym an.* In 
butter m aking only the best will show a 
profit to tho producer. 
Save tho last fourth of the m ilk from tho 
cow in a separate vessel, and 
pour it 
directly in a cream jar. This portion of 
Hie m ilk is so ri"h in butter fats th at it well 
pays to churn it all, and saves the labor of 
setting and skim m ing. 
Tho Husbandm an says: “There is a point 
to be noted in garden culture of potatoes-a 
point th at m ay be quito now to m any per­ 
sons who have raised potatoes extensively. 
It is th at digging the tubers from Hie sides 
of hills when they arc b u th alf m atured will 
not impede the grow th of those that arc 
left; in fact, there is some reason to believe 
that growth is stim ulated. It is not profit­ 
able to dig out whole hills when getting 
early potatoes from the garden, because tho 
yield will be so light as to give very small 
return for care employed in raising. A little 
earth can be rem oved f.rom each side of the 
hill, and tubers of edible size can bo re­ 
moved w ithout fu rth er disturbance to the 
hill, and those th a t are left will grow so 
m uch larger because of increased support 
th at Hie yield will be nearly or quite as 
great as if the earlier ones were not re­ 
m oved.” 
The H usbandm an says a barn sheet is 
som ething which ought t:> be found on 
every farm , but seldom is. It is simply a 
large sheet of heavy cotton sheeting, six­ 
teen yards being sufficient to m ake a good- 
sized one, to Le spread on (lie wagon bottom 
when buckw heat, oats, or wheat which is 
too ripe, are being draw n in. Tho saving of 
shelled grain, which would otherwise I e 
lost, is no: inconsiderable. It serves another 
purpose also, as it m ay be spread over an 
unfinished stack during a sudden storm, or 
over a load of grain in bags in Hie field or 
on the way to town. 
It has been discovered that the soed of tho 
sorghum plant will yield an excellent grade 
of glucose, better than th at m ade from corn, 
and th a t the glucose from tho seed and tho 
molasses from the cane, when m ixed, pro­ 
duce the highest quality syrup, hardly dis­ 
tinguishable from Vermont syrup. 
The m ost serious pest of our currant and 
gooseberry bushes is appearing in large 
num bers this spring. The little larvas have 
already begun to defoliate the bushes in 
tho vicinity of the A gricultural College, 
and unless rem edies are speedily applied 
we shall be robbed of our en tiro crop of cur­ 
rants and gooseberries tilts year. 
Tho surest and safest rem edy for tho in­ 
sect is w hite hellebore. Put a heaping tea­ 
spoonful of the hellebore to ten quarts of 
w ater and sprinkle Hie foliage, or mix in 
flour and apply iii the proportion th a t paris 
green is applied tor the purpose of destroy­ 
ing tho potato beetle. This rem edy is very 
effective and cheap. A second, or even a 
th ird application will have to bo made, as 
the insect is double-brooded and very likely 
all the eggs will not be hatched when the 
first application is mad©.

caso to him w hile cating, th at he m ight lose 
no tim e. A t h alf-rast nine he w ent to bed. 
Som etim es, though rarely, in sum m er even­ 
ings, he offered his arm to his good w ife,who, 
w ith her long shaw l and eloso bonnet, 
looked like 
a 
govern ess in som e good 
fam ily, and the tw o old people w ent to sit 
upon a bench in the C h am ps-Elysees and 
w atch the carriages pass.

ALIEN LAND OWNERSHIP. 


It is gratifying to note that tho alien 
land bill, which has just passed the national 
Senate, dict not receive a single dissenting 
vote. If the House will show as good a 
record when tho m atter comes before it one 
of the most righteous acts in the history of 
our modern legislation will have boen ac­ 
complished. 
This im portant bill contains four sec­ 
tions. Tho first prohibits tho acquisition 
hereafter of lands in any of tile T erri­ 
tories or in the D istrict of Columbia, by 
aliens who havo not duly declared thoir in­ 
tention to become citizens, or by corpora­ 
tions not created 
under U nited States, 
State, 
or 
T erritorial 
laws. 
Tho 
sec­ 
ond 
section 
m akes 
a 
like 
prohibi­ 
tion against corporations or associations, 
more than one-fifth of of whose stock is held 
by aliens. 
The third section prohibits any 
corporation, except railroad, turnpike, ami 
canal companies, from acquiring hereafter 
over 5000 acres of land, in any of the T erri­ 
tories, while even railroad, turnpike, and 
canal com panies are only to hold lands for 
the operation of thoir routes, except where 
other lands have been granted by Congress. 
The last section m akes forfeiture tho pen­ 
alty for violating the act. 
The report of tho House com m ittee ac­ 
com panying this bill gives a list of some 
of tho alien ow ners of large tracts as proof 
of the need of legislation. Thus, a Holland 
company holds 4,COO,OOO acres in New 
Moxico; an E nglish syndicate, 3,000,000 in 
T exas; Sir E. R e id ’s syndicate, 2.000,000 in 
Florida; another English syndicate, 1,800,- 
OOO in M ississippi: the Marquis of Tweod- 
dale, 1,730,000; P h il l ip s, Ma r sh a l l & 
Co. of Loudon, 1,300,000; a Germ an syn­ 
dicate, 1,000,000; an Augio-Ainericau syn­ 
dicate of London, 750,000; Mr. E vans of 
the sam e city, 700,000; Mr. E l l e r h a u sk v 
of H alifax, 600,000; a Scotch syndicate, 
500.000, in Florida; the Duke of S u t h e r ­ 


l a n d , 425,000; a British land company, 
320.000, in Kansas: Mr. WHALLEY, M. P., 
of Petcrboro, 310,000; an Edinburgh com­ 
pany, 300,000, in M issouri; a Dundee com­ 
pany. 247,000; Mr. T k n n e n t of London, 
230.000, 
So the alien holdings run on 
until the com m ittee find an aggregate of 20,- 
557,000 acres in the hands of tw enty-nine 
alien corporations and individuals, w ith the 
list not complete. 
Tile entire area of Ireland is som ething 
above 19,000.000 acres, and the scandalous 
fact has been often hold up to the world 
th at less than 500 English aliens own over 
two-thirds of bar soil. But here we have 
in this free country' the disgraceful official 
picture of tw enty-nine alien corporations 
and individuals owning an extent of terri­ 
tory greater Than the whole of Ireland. It 
is indeed tim e th at som ething was done. 
T he House bill is even more stringent as 
to aliens than the Senate, but the latter, 
having already passed one branch, will in 
the course of things receive precedence. 
The Senate bill is good enough, bul w hat 
the people aw ait w ith most solicitude is the 
strict execution of its provisions after it 
shall have become a law. If we are not to 
drift into an agrarian struggle whose m ag­ 
nitude will eclipse anything the world has 
yet seen, now is the tim e before this fatal 
tum or of land monopoly is seated in our 
vitals to burn it out. 
The Dem ocratic party is com m itted to 
the work of reclaim ing the soil of America, 
stealthily acquired by aliens, and reserving 
it for tho homes of Americans.

The character of the great Tam m any 
chief who has just passed away is a very in­ 
teresting st udy for one who loves to weigh 
the diverse composite features of excep­ 
tional men. 
His figure recalls some of the 
startlin g sculptures of Mic ha el A ngelo, 
w here tho Apollo and tho gladiator are so 
blended th a t ono can find each, according 
as his point of view is adjusted. 
Born In the poorest quarters of New York, 
the boy J ohn K e l l y m ingled the rough 
associations of his surroundings with an en­ 
deavor to m aster French and Gorman, 
W hile loving a fire and a fight, he hungered 
and thirsted after an education. W hile in 
the garb of a rough workingm an he strove 
to becomo a journalist. 
His whole life 
seem s to have been a struggle between the 
adverse conditions into which he was born 
and an aspiration for m ental and spiritual 
grow th, and it Is this which gives his char­ 
acter and his career a singular fascination. 
W ithal he was a devoted religionist, and it 
is probably due to this th at his record is 
unsullied by the crim inal form s of political 
corruption. 
Ho was "H onest J o h n,” and 
never w ent back on his word to friends or 
foes. 
As to his career as the m ost powerful 
political m anager in the country, th a t is a 
m atter which m ust be w eighed by the very 
worldly canons of political m orality. To bo 
able to say of such a m an, however, th at 
through all this career his personal honesty 
and integrity were m aintained to the end 
argues a force of character w ithiu him th at 
is next to wonderful. 
The biography of J ohn K e l l y is worth

ister public affairs. 
J ohn K el ly certainly 
had tho ruling quality, and. on the wholo, 
he used it successfully and creditably.

BEECHER’S SERMON. 


The Future Reward 
Well-Spent Life 
for a 


Revealed in the Ripened Tlionght of the 


Sew Testament. 


Man to be Lifted Up in Unimagined 
.Glory and Beauty. 


At Hie indignation m eeting

For he 
th a t soweth to his flesh shall of tho flesh 
reap corruption. But ho th a t soweth of tho 
spirit shall of tho spirit reap life ever­ 
lasting. Anti let us hoi bo weary in w ell­ 
doing. For in due season we shall reap, if 
we faint not.” 
Ho said: The question 
which deeply 
agitates thoughtful men today was alive 
and active in far-away ages. Is life worth 
living? Is m orality of any account? Is up­ 
rightness really valuable? May not a m an 
gain the ends of life by traversing any one 
of tile supposed canons of m orality? Trips 
it m ake any difference? If a man is only 
rich, will he not be happy? If a man has 
money cannot ho have pretty m uch every­ 
thing else lie w ants In this world? 
These are not Hie heresies of hooks, but of 
the street and tho thoughts of men. And this 
w ant of faith In the essential elem ents 
of 
spiritual 
and 
social 
m orality 
is 
ono of tho m ost dangerous of all possible 
heresies. 
As fnr back as tho Old T estam ent 
goes we find intim ations; as for instance, 
in tho early period, by tile Book of Job these 
questions were canvassed: is life worth liv­ 
ing, and if it is which is better, to restrain 
yourself and to live w ith care. or to say eat, 
drink, for tomorrow ye die? Is life any­ 
thing else but a m uddle? Is itad cterm in ate 
and regulated scheme, in which it is profita­ 
ble to follow tho higher instincts of a m an’s 
nature, and do they havo advantage? 
Solomon tells us the result of his range of 
all hum an experiences, both in physical in- 
dulgcncies and in the pursuit of wisdom: 
"All is vanity.” 
Now, when we come to the ripened 
thought of the New Testam ent, we begin 
to see some light; at any rate, we begin 
to strike grounds of principle which shall 
tnako a direction for these m usings and 
these sad philosophies. The Old Testam ent 
had no future. I do not m ean by that th at 
t here was n o gl*»am on any m ind of a possible 
im m ortality. There appears to have been 
such, but it belonged to the poet, to the 
seer. It was not Hie general knowledge 
nor thought. On tho other hand, there is 
not throughout the whole Old T estam ent 
one single instance in which a law is based 
upon a prom ise of rew ard or punish­ 
m ent 
hereafter. 
There 
is 
not 
one 
m otive draw n from th e existence of 
A. M a n A f t e r H ie B o d ily D e a th , 
nor in which prophet, priest or teacher ever 
denounced wickedness w ith a penalty here­ 
after. 
The Old 
T estam ent had flashes and 
glcam sof this revelation of life to come, but 
in tim m ain they were dim , and therefore 
w hen m en reasoned as to the effect of this 
lino 
or 
th at 
lino 
of 
conduct 
upon 
a 
m an’s 
welfare, 
they 
had only tills 
world 
to 
reason 
about; 
and 
I 
hold 
th at th a t question cannot he determ ined 
by considerations exclusively belonging 
to tim e and hum an life. T here was no 
knowledge either, in that early day, of Hie 
structure of a m an’s m ind and body, and 
the relation of conduct to 0110 or to the 
other; that 
disobedience of tho higher 
m ind had any effect upon tho body, nor dis­ 
obedience of physical laws any effect upon 
Hie mind. 
Tile wholo schem e of life is 
therefore transform ed, and tile question of 
age rejudged in tho light of the tru th s of 
the New Testam ent. 
"Is life w orth living?” Often earthly lifo 
is not. I am very clear about that. There 
is not enough in tho lifo of whole nations 
ami tribes to mako it a public calam ity if 
they wore sunk in the sea. Two-thirds of 
the continent of Africa m ight go down, and 
tho world would lose no more than tho 
breading of so m any hubbies as thoro were 
individual persons destroyed. 
Life is no 
more worth living th an Hie lifo of a 
sheep 
or 
an 
ox 
in 
m ultitudes 
of 
mon. And iii m ultitudes of other m en the 
grievances aro such, and tho deprivations, 
tho sicknesses, tho liopo deferred, the ten 
thousand 
oppressions 
th at 
have boen 
brought upon mon, th a t it m akes the ques­ 
tion still more obscure, and we are reduced 
very 
often 
so 
far 
as 
we study this 
question ft oui the 
light of this world 
alone, to a condition in which we say, 
some m en are horn lucky and they are 
happy; the m ajority aro born w ithout luck 
and they arc not happy, nnd W eare reduced 
to tho feeling of an instinct, not a choice. 
not a judgm ent, but m erely that tile in­ 
stinct of lifo loads men to hold oh to it, 
though the fruit of lifo is th at of pain and 
suffering. 
But when you introduce beyond th at the 
thought of 
an eternal life, a renewed 
existence, thou tao question changes in all 
its aspects. 
Life may not he worth living hero, and 
may ho transcendently worth living on ac­ 
count of tho hereafter. For m an is a bien­ 
nial, 
and 
it 
takes 
tw o lives to toll 
<him w hat ho is. 
As 
w hen, 
for 
in­ 
stance. tho hollyhock is planted in ono 
season, but cannot blossom until Hie next; 
a1! tho first season tho hollyhock has no 
comeliness; it is coarse in leaf. it is unde­ 
veloped iii stem, aud it shows no color: hut 
when the w inter has hushed it to rest and 
the next sum m er brings it out, it litis itself 
up in unim agined beauty as cornuated 
w ith w hat it was in its first sum m er. And 
m en are born here from tho start: tho first 
year, hut tney are to come to them selves 
only after death, and w hen tho other sum ­ 
m er shall find them , then they will be 
lifted up in unim agined glory ami beauty, 
unless Hie w inter kills them . And the whole 
question, therefore, is changed at once; for if 
we should bo led to doubt w hether life was 
worth living on account of the physical 
ondition ol tilings, th at doubt would bo 
dispersed when we take into consideration 
th at there is a double and oven a triple 
work going on here. T here is a m orality of 
tho person which concerns him and tho 
physical laws of nature. 


T h e r e 
is ii M o r a l i t y o f S o c i e t y 
which concerns the individual and Hie or­ 
ganization in which he is obliged to live, 
and there is a m orality of the spiritual ele­ 
m ent which determ ines Hie m an’s rela­ 
tionship 
to 
tho 
future, 
to God, and 
to 
tho 
invisible 
realm 
of 
spirit. 
All 
theso 
different 
standards 
m ust 
bo looked over before a m an can answer 
this question, and tho New t estam ent an­ 
swers it, but in a very brief and general 
way, saying w hat science now teaches, 
th a t m an is an an im al; not dwelling a t all 
upon tho question w hether ho emerged 
from 
a 
lower 
form 
by 
intellectual 
unfolding and 
grow th—leaving that to 
tlio schools—but in no far as hi-* physical 
structure is concerned tho structure of mn ii 
ana th at of the highest anim als are physio­ 
logically, anatom ically, alm ost identical. 
Tile apostle everyw here sneaks of 
men 
living to Hie flesh, m oaning tho anim al; 
that part of m an which is organized flesh. 
Ile speaks of anim al lusts and appetites 
and passions, as the fleshy instincts of the 
world. But then ho also speaks of him as 
a spirit; as having by sunerhiduction or

In tho Know-Nothing riots Kelly came 
to the front as a cham pion of Irish Catho­ 
lics, and defended old St. P atrick’s Cathe­ 
dral at tlie head of an arm ed force, nuder 
tho supervision of Bishop Dubois, against 
the mob of fanatics who attem pted to burn 
it down. L ater on ho tested tho right of 
Irish Am ericans to tho ballot by voting in 
the presence of a largo crowd.

ceeding?! together with a body of Demo­ 
crats. who had a terrible list tight wiih 
about a thousand infuriated Know-Noth­ 
ings from the shipyards along Hie river 
front.

I He din not take any high ottico in the or­ 
ganization, ami yet ho was at once lecog- 
nizoii as a leader. Day after day lie worked 
and thought out and executed tho will of 
tho reform elem ent. The Tweed ring was 
scattered, aud its leaders became outcasts 
from tho society of honest men.

It is only four years ago 
when Judge Gorm an aud Kelly wore walk­ 
ing down Broadway th at a laborer named 
Bernard W ade stopped the leader in the 
street and said th at lie w anted a certain 
man nom inated for the Assembly in tho 
sixteenth district. Kelly argued with Hie 
m an on tho sidewalk 
for over twonty 
m inutes 
just 
as 
earnestly 
and thor­ 
oughly 
as 
he 
argued 
w ith 
Tilden 
and 
O’Conor. 
At 
last 
the 
man 
beld out ids hard list and sm iled. “Ye’ve 
floored me, Mr. K elly.” lie said, "and I’m 
with vc. 
You’ro right and I’m wrong." 
Kelly never drank intoxicants except in 
his own house, and oven then lie seldom 
took more than a glass or two of wine. Ho 
unideal m ost aw kw ard bungle of a cigar 
w henever lie put one in Ins m outh. 'The 
tru th was I hat Kelly did not like tobacco, 
•md when lie took a ci^rar for tho sake of 
sociability he would stick it in ids mouth 
at a m ost uncom fortable and unscientific 
angle, stolidly ami m iserably puffing at it 
until ho got a chance to stealthily throw it 
away. 
IEI* R ow with Morrimry. 
The first rum ble of discord in Tam many 
flail during the reign of Kelly was in tho 
early part of 1875. 
Kelly and Morrissey 
fell out. It was a battle of giautr, for both 
m en were bursting w ith courage and both 
wore leaders of the masses. T he result was 
disastrous to Morrissey, who, w ith his fol­ 
lowers, Was driven out of T am m any Hall. 
Then followed tho expulsion of one man 
after another who opposed tho general 
opinion 
as represented by 
Kelly. 
The 
County Democracy and Irving Hall wore 
built up by men who were driven o u te r re­ 
signed from Tam m any Hall. The Tam­ 
many Hall of 1874 was composed almost 
entirely of tho m en who ton years later 
fought the wigwam. 
But Mr. Kelly’s reign was approaching its 
end. 
lie had helped to lint Tilden forth in 
1874 lor tho governorship, in ordor to re­ 
store confidence in Tam m any Hall. 
Ho 
quarrelled with him a year later and was 
routed horse aud Hank by tho Sago of Grey- 
stone at the St. Louis Convention of 1876. 
He supported Tilden loyally, however, in 
the contest th a t followed, and he had 
his 
revenge by practically nom inating 
Hancock in ISHO-if, indeed, it is true 
th at Governor Tilden w anted the nom­ 
ination at Cincinnati. Mr. Kelly was made 
com ptroller by Mayor W ickham and was 
ousted by Mayor Coopor. 
His quarrel with 
Governor 
Robinson 
concerning 
County 
Clerk Gum bleton and Ids candidacy for 
governor, ending in Hie defeat of Robinson 
and the 
election 
of Cornell, wore the 
salient political events ot the year 1379. 
T ho outcome of that quarrel was tho elec­ 
tion of Ga rile id in 1880. 
O p p o s itio n to I ’ r r t i d f i i t C le v e la n d . 
He quarrelled again with Governor Cleve­ 
land 
iii 
1882, and. 
as w ith Tilden in 
1870. attem pted to defeat his nom ination 
to the presidency. 'This part of his history 
is too well known to need am plification 
here. 
Always true to his party, though Grover 
Cleveland was not. his choice for tile nom­ 
ination, he gave the sam e loyal support to 
Grover Cleveland til at ho had given to 
Sam uel J. 'Tilden. Ho held his forces in 
hand m agnificently, and if the higli honor 
may lie attributed to anv one m an of carry­ 
ing New York through tho most desperate 
conflict Hist over waged w ithin hor borders 
safely to tho I .'emocraUc colum n th a t honor 
belongs to John Kelly. Ile was com ptroller 
of tho city of Now York, by Mayor W ick­ 
ham iii 1876, and in four years had reduced 
the debt of tho city $12,000,000, thus justi­ 
fying tho encom ium s of the press at the 
tim e of his accession to Hie office.

H is ed u catio n seem s to h av e been som e­ 
w h at im perfect, a n d y et he bocam e a law ­ 
yer. H is social in terco u rse w hile a law yer 
w as of tile sm allest description, and yet o u t 
of it he lias found a w ife a t a late day, and a 
ra th e r Brood lo o k in g one, w ith som e spirit. 
A lthough he h ad been sheriff of Buffalo, 
it was no t used to ins d isad v an tag e w hen 
lie ran for m ay o r th ere, th o u g h ho had exe­ 
cuted these people ju st th e sam e w hile 
sheriff, long before ho becam e m ayor.
